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ie This file of Monterey town reports has been a pleasant 
collecting hobby for over fifteen years. It has taken that length 
of time to assemble this collection which is to be bound in eight 
‘volumes and deposited in the Monterey Public Library. 


The set covers the years 1863 thru 1965 and includes 
the reports of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
after that organization was formed. 


. For some years it was thought that the 1893 report, 
that had been found among Andrew Hall's papers, was the earliest to 
be published. Then Nina and Della Tryon located a series of 
earlier reports in their collection, the first being the 1885 report. 


Before concluding that 1888 was the first town report 
to be printed we wrote the Massachusetts State Department and 
learned that a complete file for the years 1863 thru 1887 was in 
existence and in the State Library. All were in printed form 
except 1871 and 1875. The full set was very generously loaned 
by the State Librarian for copying. 


It is now probably correct to assume that there were 
earlier reports than 1863 that were printed. By the time Monterey 
was incorporated, in 187, it was the usual procedure with 
‘Massachusetts towns to print the town reports. It is the hope 
of the Monterey Historical Society that the search will continue 
and that as earlier reports are found they will be added to this 
collection. 


Many people in town have assisted in this project. 
Special appreciation is owed to Della and Nina Tryon and to 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius D. Miner. The binding, which will be done 
in Portugal, is the gift of Ida Brewer Washburn and Howard D. 
Washburn in recognition of very pleasant years in Monterey.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee: 


It gives me pleasure to present to you my second annual report 
as superintendent of schools, being the fifth in the series of such 
reports. 

. The schools of the town are in good condition and the middle 
of the school year not only brings the assurance that the work has 
been pressed with vigor but produces. tangible evidence that satisfac- 
tory results are being achieved. The staff of teachers is the same _ 
as last year with the exception of Miss Anna EF. Heath of Lee, who 
has the school at Old Center, taught last year by Miss Foote of Great

Barrington; ana by the closing again of the Morse district school the 
services of Miss Tryon have not, been required this year. 
Notwithstanding the fact of, an. exceptionally mild and open 
winter and the absence of any form of contagion from among ‘he 
children, I fail to. note any improvement, in some schools. rather.the 
reverse, in the attendance of the pupils as the following summary 


from the registers will show:

-. Whilst the above record is neither’ discreditable nor discourag- 
ing it is not all that might reasonably have been expected under 
existing conditions. The especially low percentage at Old ‘Centér 
school has been largely, yet not wholly, due to many removals of 
pupils to ‘and from the district during term time. The matter of 
regular attendance is one of great importance to every pupil,—a ‘fact 
which is not sufficiently realized by all the parents in the homes. 
Special tact and pains on the part of the teacher. will’ sometimes 
remove wrong impressions and create a deeper sense of responsibility 
in this respect on’ the part of parents. No pupil should miss more 
than two successive sessions of ‘school without accurate knowledge 
on the teacher’s part as to the cause of stich absence and written 
excuses for all absences should be insisted upon by all teachers. 
Care and earnestness ‘at this point, with the approval and support 
ofthe school authorities, in addition to the personal interest of the 
teacher in each pupil, will, I am confident, overcome the main ob- 
stacles to regularify in attendance. There will be: cases, occasionally, 
requiring the direct action of the authorities themselves. ' All such 
cases should be promptly reported by the teachers and looked after 
by the proper officer. In this connection I am prompted to say’ that 
it is not, in my judgment, expedient for the Superintendent of Schools 
to serve also in the capacity of truant officer. The office of Super- 
intendent carries with it a certain influence and respect of its own 
which needs no added authority to make it more effective. In most 
cases of chronic absence a simple call from the superintendent at the 
homes when possible, not as truant officer but as Superintendent, 
with a gentle word of admonition or temperate remonstrance will 
be sufficient to produce the desired result. 

In those extremely rare instances where all advice or expostula- 
tion is persistently spurned, where the authority of officers and com- 


» , 
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mittee is disregarded, the state authorities should be promptly sum-— 


moned and the law energetically enforced. 


Referring to the actual work of instruction in the schools I note 


a steady and decided improvement both in the interest and applica~ 
tion of the pupils and in the enthusiasm and efficiency of the teach-- 


ers. The department in which the most marked progress has beem 
made has been in that of‘ language work. The study of English: 
in our public schools has been the lame and unsatisfactory subject: 
in recent years, and the growing sense of weakness at this point* 
has at length stirred the whole educational world to a determined}. 
united and intelligent effort to provide a remedy; resulting now im 
a vast improvement both in books and in methods of teaching. We: 
therefore no longer find that pupils in fifth and sixth grades are- 
being crammed with the dry analytical details of technical grammar 
under the mistaken supposition that this is the proper study of Eng- 
lish. They are now simply taught patiently and thorough’ the art: 
of using the English language correctly in speaking and writing,. 
leaving the detailed study of Grammar, the logical analysis of the: 
language to a later perioa where their minds are mature enough for- 
the task. By the adoption of this method and of a recent text-book 
based upon it the work in this department has been placed upon a. 
much moe satisfactory footing. There has also been a quite positive:

In the study of Arithmetic we have made no experiments or: 
changes. I have a growing conviction that considerable injury is 
done in many cases by attempting number work in the early grades. 
of a character beyond the age and capacity of pupils in those classes. 
Children in those years will bear unharmed and with profit much 
patient drill in number combinations and separations; but to expect. 
or compel them to reason about numbers is in most cases to discour- 
age them and injure or retard their mental development. Not all of 
our text-book makers give sufficient heed to this; and in making 
choice of a new standard arithmetic series, which is greatly needed,. 
this feature ought to receive careful attention.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


‘To the School Committee of Monterey: 


Iherewith submit my third annual report as superinten- 
dent of public schools, the sixth in the series of such reports: 

The general aspect of the schools during tlie year has not 
been markedly different from that of last year. ‘The aggre- 
gate number of weeks taught, owing to sickness and one or 
two other causes, has been slightly less than last year and the 
average monthly enrollment has also been lower, whilst the 
average and percentage of attendance have not been mater- 
ially different. 

One feature of our schools, however, the personnel of the 
teaching force, has changed very decidedly since my last re- 
port, Miss May being the only teacher now on the pay roll 


of the town who was engaged with us last year. ‘There is | 


certainly much matter for regret in the sweeping changes of 
teachers so frequent in our rural schools; but this is not by 
any means the most serious difficulty which confronts the 
school authorities. ‘he supreme requirement of our schools 
is an adequate force of skillful, efficient and experienced teach- 
ers. How to secure and maintain such a corps of teachers is 
the great problem of every rural school board. If there were 
measurable ease and certainty in procuring such teachers at 
all times the frequent and sweeping changes would not be 
fraught with such mischief and hazard to the schools; but un- 
fortunately there is neither the one nor the other. It is not 
easy to obtain such teachers, and the process is aattended with 
much uncertainty at best. 

There is therefore no point in the entire school system 
where the best talent and service of a trained expert are more 
imperative than in this matter of choosing teachers. So many 
matters need to be considered in the selection and so many 
qualifications go to make up the good teacher that even the 
best judgment and experience may sometimes be mistaken. 
The personality of the teacher—those indefinable qualities of 
earnestness, enthusiasm and attractiveness which are the fun- 
‘demental requisites and the preeminent force in teaching 
should be carefully and accurately estimated ; adequate schol- 
arship should be duly certified whilst familiarity with the prin- 
ciples, as well as proper skill in the art of teaching, should 
be added to a native adaptability to the work of stimulating 
youthful minds and conveying needed instruction. 

In short it is the teacher who makes the school, and from 
the point of view either of the work to be done or of the is-

The tendency to concentration and division of labor is one 
most notable characteristics of our time. We find this 
cy in education illustrated in the consolidation of rural 
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schools and in the division of schools into grades under sepa- 
rate teachers for purposes of improved classification and more 
thorough instruction. ‘This system has stood the test many 
years and has been abundantly justified by results. Many 


towns throughout the state and in other states have for years 


pursued the policy of transporting children from remoter dis- 


tricts to more central points and in this way schools have been 


vastly improved without increasing the general cost of edu- 
cation. 

It seems to me that Monterey is peculiarly well situated 
for the adoption of this plan. ‘The enrollment at the Pond 
school has fallen to so low a figure—six pupils—that not from 
any point of view can a separate school at that point be prof- 
itably maintained. At the same time there is ample room for 
their accommodation at the Corashire school without swell- 
ing the enrollment there beyond what it has been in recent 
years. Enrollment there this year has been 28. Last year 
it was 34. And the distance for transportation would not 
average much, if any, more than two miles and there would 
be an actual saving of money. ‘The same policy might, it 
seems to me, be successfully adopted with reference to the 
Center and Old Center schools, and at the same time the 
school could be greatly improved by separating the primary 
from the intermediate grades under two teachers and in two 
separate rooms, thus insuring much more thorough instruc- 
tion as well as supervision and more rapid progress. I drop 
these suggestions in the hope that the committee and the peo- 
ple of the town may be able to find ways and means for their 
adoption and thus insure more satisfactory educational re- 
sults. 

The neighboring town of Otis has been pursuing this pol- 
icy with most gratifying results, a total of seven schools two 
years ago having been reduced to four last year; and the com- 
ing year it is proposed to separate the upper from the lower 
grades in the Center school and employ two teachers in as 
many rooms. 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the com- 
mittee for their cordial co-operation.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY FREE LIBRARY. 


The past year has been one of phenomenal growth and 
your trustees have been confronted by a_ serious problem, 
which we now place before you, the inhabitants of the town, 
for your thoughtful consideration. Perhaps no action can be 
taken just now, but it is “up to you” to make early provision 
for the rapidly increasing number of volumes. ‘The public 
documents and books sent by the various state departments 
occupy much space, and are seldom consulted except by offi- 
cials. If these could be stored elsewhere the congestion would 
be relieved for some time. Early action in this matter would 
be of great assistance to your trustees. 

The State Library Commission has sent us during the 
year some 60 books, which is the balance of the $100 due the 
library under.a recent law. As the state’s first installment was 
largely educational, the chairman of your board selected fic- 
tion for the last shipment. The trustees added 59 volumes by 
purchase. 

The library is indebted to and thanks the following nam- 
ed persons for generous gifts to its shelves: 

Brookline public library, barrel of books (69), and some 
school books; the latter were sent out to the various schools, 
where they have been of excellent service as supplementary 
reading. 

Two volums by Miss Jessie ‘Townsend, Hampton, Va.; 
sixteen by Mrs. Mary Tryon Reid, Torrington, Conn.; seven 
Mee bie Pines’ Dramatic Club,’ summer guests at “The 
Pines ;” one by Miss Contessa, Fast Orange, N. J.; Mrs. Stoi- 
ber gave about 40 volumes of well-selected juveniles. 

Rev. W. T. Elsing of New York gave a box of books, in- 
eluding fiction, reference and history. Three by Alexander 
Dooly. 

By the generous and thoughtful gift of your former 
townsman, Mr. Jesse A. ‘I'wing, your library has now become 
one of reference as well as entertainment. His gift of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, 24 volumes, now enables the student 
as well as the patron to pursue a line of investigation hitherto 
impossible.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Reto the School Committee of Monterey: 

The past year has been marked by increased interest and 
_ sensible progress in the schools of the town. ‘The separation 
of grades in the village by establishing a grammar school for 
_ the more advanced pupils has given a decided impulse to the 
- ambition of the upper grade scholars; and the improved re- 
sults due to concentration of the teacher’s time and atten- 
tion upon fewer subjects and classes have been very evident. 
Not only have the subjects proper to the grammar grades 
™ been more efficiently taught, .but several advanced scholars. 
have done good work in book-keeping, algebra and geometry 
under the tuition of Miss Hussey. 

‘The maintenance of the present arrangement in the vil- 
lage ot two schools under separate teachers, which went into 
effect last September, is imperative if genuine progress and 
_ __ adequate results in scholarship are to be realized. Not to 
mention the obvious want of time for thorough instruction. of 
all when primary and grammar grades are combined, the 
_ character of the subjects taught and the mental status of the 
me) pupils in the two departments of the work are so vastly dif- 
ferent and the methods of work required are so diverse as to 
- __ render it impossible for a single teacher under such conditions 
to reach and maintain the high standards demanded in the 
schools of today. 

Conditions in the primary school have not been so pros- 
perous or encouraging owing to the prolonged and serious 
illness of Miss Loom, which began last summer, soon after 
_ « her engagement to teach the school for the current year. In 

hope of her recovery the position was held open and the work 
assigned to temporary substitutes—part of the time with re- 
sults quite satisfactory, and part of the time under conditions 
disastrous to the morals of the school. It is earnestly hoped 
that this unfortunate situation will not be further continued. 
Owing to the extreme scarcity of teachers it is exceedingly 
difficult to procure the services of efficient teachers at any 
time and well nigh impossible to do so after the month of 
_ July when contracts are ordinarily concluded. Never was it 
so difficult to find and retain capable teachers as now. New 

York city alone reports a shortage of seven hundred teach- 
ers. Even the agencies have run out of material. 
The schools at Corashire and Long Pond district have 

enjoyed a quiet year of unqualified success under Miss Brad- 


: 
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bury and Miss Stevens. The new text books in arithmetic 
and geography have been genuinely appreciated here as in all 
the schools. Each of these schools has a seventh grade, as 
well as the one at the Center; Corashire with four pupils in 
the grade and Pond district with one. The shrinkage of 
school population at Corashire the past two years has brought 
the compensating advantage of fewer classes as well as pu- 
pils, and the possibility of more satisfactory work. 

The presence next year of an eighth grade in each of the 
three schools of the town emphasizes the importance of a 
careful and adequate preparation of such pupils as may be 
looking forward to a high school course. The necessity for 
this has been so keenly felt by the high school staff and the 
superintendent at Great Barrington that a special entrance 
examination has been ordered for all future candidates for 
high school; not alone those from surrounding towns, but for 
those from the grade schools of Great Barrington as well. In 
other words no candidate for entrance, no matter from what 
gerade schools, will any longer be admitted to high school up- 
on certificate. All alike without favor or discrimination, must 
pass an entrance test. ‘I‘his has been found as necessary for 
one town as for another because the certificate privilege is 
everywhere liable to the same abuse. Some of the worst 
failures in the freshman class at Searles this year have been 
among those admitted last summer from the grade school of 
Great Barrington upon certificate of Superintendent Dressel. 

‘The present superintendent of schools in Gt. Barrington, 
therefore, in co-operation with those of Sheffield, West 
Stockbridge and Lee districts, has prepared and put forth a 
schedule of subjects for such examination as follows: 

Great Barrington, Mass., Feb. 11, 1908. 
To the Superintendents and Teachers: 

Pupils will be admitted to the Searles High School dur- 
ing the coming year only by examination, or by certificate 
from an approved high school. 

The examination for admission to the freshman class will 
cover the subjects of Arithmetic, English, Geography and 
History. Spelling will be judged from these four papers. A 
good knowledge of Physiology is also important. 

An outline of the work required is given below. 

J. Francis Allison, Supt. of Schools. 

Arithmetic—Four fundamental processes—Factors and 
divisors, by factoring method; common fractions; decimal 
fractions; denominate numbers, with application to lumber, 
roofing and flooring, plastering and painting, papering and 


~ 
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carpeting; percentage, with application to profit and loss, 
commission and brokerage, commercial discount, taxes and 
duties, and insurance; simple interest; compound interest; 
partial payments, U. 5S. rule; bills, receipts and notes; bank 
discount, stocks and bonds, ratio and proportion, (simple 
only), partnership; powers and roots by factors; square root 
by formula or rule; mensuration. 

English—Language; ability to write good English; gram- 
mar; parts of speech, uses, properties and parsing; punctua- 
tion; capitals; phrases, clauses and sentences; declensions and 
conjugations; analysis, including diagram. 

Geography—The earth; form, size, motions, day and 
night, time, latitude and longitude, zones, seasons; grand di- 
visions; position, extent, outline, surface and drainage, cli- 
mate, vegetation, minerals, people; subdivisions of each con- 
tinent; special study of United States, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Russia, Japan; their position, extent, surface, drain- 
age, climate, vegetation, minerals, industries, principal cities, 
people, government, religion. 

History—Periods of discovery, exploration and coloniza- 
tion; French and Indian wars; Revolution; adoption of Con- 
stitution; Civil war; growth and development. 

The above moderate, reasonable and definite require- 
ments, will be a decided advantage ans help in preparing pu- 
pils for the high school work. 

‘In compliance with a recent act of the legislature of 
‘Massachusetts, the pupils in all the schools have been sub- 
jected to the tests in sight and hearing prescribed by the 
State Board of Education. Sixty-nine pupils underwent the 
required tests; of whom two were found defective in sight and 
none in hearing. Notices were sent to parents in accordance 
‘with the terms of the law. 

_ Your attention is called to the law enacted by the legis- 
lature of 1906 and approved June’ 20th, of the same year, re- 
quiring every town and city to appoint one or more school 
physicians to examine all children in the schools who show 
signs of being in ill health or suffering from infectious or 
contagious disease. ‘Towns failing to observe this require- 
ment are liable to the loss of state aid; and as no money can 
be spent or debt incurred under the law till an appropriation 
has been made, action should be taken upon this matter at the 
coming town meeting.

The year 1907 has been uneventful so far as the Free Li- 
brary has been concerned. No gifts of books have been re- 
ported. ‘The Woman’s Education Association has loaned us 
another traveling library. In this collection are some fine se- 
lections in travel, art and fiction. ‘There is one book of his- 
tory that should be read by every boy and girl in the town 
who is now studying United States history. We refer to 
“Stepping Stones of American History.” Our thanks are due 
to the association for these books. | 

An effort was made in the winter term to reach the Cor- 
ashire school and a box of books was sent out to the teacher 
to take charge of and loan among the pupils. This year the 
plan will be further extended. The teacher of the grammar 
grade had some knowledge of good literature and called the 
attention of her pupils to books that could be obtained at the 
library. 

‘The library is now so well equipped with reference works. 
that it might be made very valuable to our school children 
with a little intelligent guidance on the part of the teachers.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of Monterey :— 

In this, my fifth annual report, I find but few matters re- 
quiring to be brought especially to the attention of the com- 
mittee and citizens of the town. 

In general our schools have had a year of satisfactory 
_ work, and the pupils have made commendable and encourag- 
ing progress. The winter term was interrupted by an epi- 
_ demic of measles which compelled the closing of all but one of 
our schools for a period of a week or two weeks. ‘This inroad 
upon the health of the pupils affected also the record of at- 
tendance during the two winter months, lowering the general

average and percentage from September to March quite ma- 
terially, as will appear from the following tabular statement:

We have been most fortunate this year in regaining the 
services of Miss Loom, who took up the work again in the 
Center school at its opening last September, after at absence 
of two whole years—one being spent in normal school and the 
other in seeking the restoration of lost health. This appears 
to have been thoroughly restored, and she has been able to 
carry on the work with even more than her former vigor, en- 
thusiasm and efficiency. 

Miss Bradbury has continued the work at Corashire with 
very commendable results. . 

The Pond school has been cared for by Miss Ruth Calk- 
ins of Hartsville; and the one at Old Center has been under 
the charge of Miss Anna Kennedy of Lee. 

Owing to the late date of opening the schools last fall, 
September 8, and the interruptions occasioned by sickness 
among scholars and teachers, the date of closing for the winter 
vacation, which usually comes near the middle of February, 
has this year been delayed until near the middle of March. 
Owing to the exceptionally mild weather of the winter with 
the absence of heavy snow storms, this accident has not seri- 
ously interfered with the efficiency of the schools or the atten- 
dance of pupils. In an ordinary winter, however, the disad- 
vantage and inconvenience would have been great, and I would 
earnestly recommend that a definite school calendar be 
.adopted by the committee, covering the entire school year, 
with date of opening schools in the autumn fixed for the last 
Monday in August. This would give two terms of ten weeks 
each, ending with the first week in February, with one week’s 
vacation recess at Thanksgiving; leaving twelve weeks of the 
32 required by law, for the spring term. ‘[I‘wo weeks more 
that the legal minimum, or 34 weeks in the school year, 
would make the second term one of twelve weeks duration and 
ending with the middle of February. ‘This would leave a win- 
ter vacation of six or eight weeks when the roads are often 
well nigh impassable, and the weather such as to make a high 
percentage of attendance impracticable for the pupils. It 
would also give our teachers opportunity to take the winter 


«course at the normal school, a privilege of which most of them 
sare eager to avail themselves. 

In view of possible vacancies in our teaching force at the 
end of the school year, I would emphasize once more the fact 
ibrought out in my last report, that owing to the great and 
‘growing demand for capable teachers of adequate experience, 
training and scholarship, together with the extreme shortage 
iin the supply of such teachers, the only season of the year 
when there is a reasonable chance of procuring competent and 
satisfactory teachers is in the spring or early summer, before 
the first of July. After that time the experienced and well 
equipped teachers are, ordinarily, under contract for the ensu- 
ing school year. Our schools have suffered greatly at times 
in recent years owing to this condition of things, and our fail- 
ure to seek for teachers at a time when the best are still avail- 
able. Our practice has been to seek, as a rule, for teachers at 
a time when the better class of teachers are not to be had ex- 
‘cept by rare good fortune. 

The employment in our schools of any but well qualified 
and able teachers is without excuse in the case of the smaller 
‘towns since the adoption by the state of its present liberal 
policy in the distribution of the Massachusetts school fund; 
for this liberality of the state supplies ample funds wherewith 
to pay wages adequate to command the services of good teach- 
mers. 

_ If the towns desire good schools the state will more than 
double every dollar which they devote by taxation to school 
purposes. ‘Thus Monterey in March, 1906, appropriated 


‘$1000 in town meeting, for schools, and the following January 


received $1,056.50 from the state. The method of distribution 
is as follows: Under the statute of 1903, towns of the valua- 
tion of Monterey receive $500 each from the income of the 
Whole fund. In addition to this, after the various lump sums 
thus appropriated to the different towns according to their tax 
valuation have been deducted from the total amount to be dis- 
tributed, those towns receive their proportion of the remain- 
der, based upon the ratio of their school tax to the whole tax 


‘for all local purposes, provided such ratio does not fall below 


one-sixth. If the tax for schools is one-fifth, or one-third, or 
one-fourth, or one-sixth of the total tax for all town purposes, 
including schools, those towns receive from the remainder of 
the fund, as indicated above, the proportion expressed by the 


fraction one-sixth, one-third, one-fifth or one-fourth as the case 
“may be. For illustration, the town of Monterey appropriated 
‘last year for all purposes $3,131, and for schools $800, which 
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placed us barely within the “one-fourth” class. In 1907 the 
town voted to raise $3,512 for all purposes, of which $1,200 
was for schools, thus placing us within the “one--third” class. 
In 1906 the ratio was $1,000 for schools to $2,725 for all pur- 
poses, which was also less than one to three, and placed us 
in the “one-third” class. | 

According to this showing, a smaller allotment of state 
money will come to us next January than we have received for 
some time, that is on the supposition that the ratio of school 
tax actually collected and applied to schools to that actually 
collected and applied for all purposes is the same as that 
voted by the town. This is always deduced from the sworn 
statement of town officers and school committee, recorded in 
the state house, and not at this writing accessible to me. 

It is also essential that all school monies—both town and 
state—be expended wisely by the town for school purposes 
within the terms laid down by the law; otherwise the amount 
appropriated by the state to the town will be reduced or with- 
held at the pleasure of the commission. 

The purpose held in view by the Commonwealth in this 
very generous policy of distributing the entire income of the 
state fund to the smaller towns, is solely to stimulate those 
towns to improve their public schools, not in any degree to 
lessen taxation; and the money thus received from the state 
should be used to provide better teachers and improve educa- 
tional facilities. In view of this very liberal policy of the 
state it becomes us to use every exertion to fulfill the law in 
letter and in spirit and to bring in those better educational 
conditions which the state has placed so easily within our 
reach by offering to more than double every dollar which we 
devote to school purposes. 

With cordial appreciation of the co-operation accorded nre 
by school committee and citizens in the past, this, my fifth an- 
nual report, is respectfully submitted.

During the year the trustees 
have held several meetings to arrange details of management 
so that the work could be done along more systematic lines. 

Last fall the state donated about 35 volumes, some of 
them old but still standard as works of reference. 

The Women’s Educational Association has loaned us an- 
other traveling library, for which our thanks are due. Car- 
rington Brothers should also receive our thanks for a generous 
supply of fuel for the use of the library. 

The trustees have added new shelving and, by moving 
some of the less frequently used books, have made room so 
that the library will not outgrow its present quarters for some 
time. For this work the ladies on the board are especially de- 
serving of your thanks. 

In order that the trustees may be able to continue in the 
good work. we would recommend a no less appropriation than 
in former years, viz.: $50, believing that the sum so appro- 
priated is one of the town’s best investments.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The School Committee, Monterey, Mass., 

Gentlemen :—At this time, | hand you my first report of 
the work of your schools since September first. I have been 
pleased with the work done in the schools this year. The 
teachers are trying hard to do careful and painstaki g work, 
always seeking to do the best things in the best way known to 
them, for the good of the scholars in their schools.

"Phe Monterey Center school opened Sept. 8 with Miss 
Harriett M. Hicks of Lee as teacher. Miss Hicks was doing 
very acceptable work in the school,and seemed to havethe con- 
fidence of patrons and pupils in her work ; and it was with deep 
regret on her part that she was forced to resign her work and 
return to her home in Lee on account of the serious illness and 
subsequent death of her brother. Before her resignation it 
became apparent that on account of there being so many of 
the pupils who were making a strong effort to complete the 
ninth grade work, preparatory to entering the high school at 
Great Barrington, that some assistance was needed to do the 
work demanded by the needs of the school, either the scholars 
of the ninth grade would fall short of their preparation, or the 
scholars in the lower grades would suffer from the lack of the 
teacher’s assistance. I, therefore, suggested the advisability 
of putting an assistant in this school for the balance of the 
year. Miss Etta Bills was secured for this work. and since 
this assistance has been given, the work done has demonstrat- 
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ed the fact that the money was wisely expended. I know 
from my experience that no teacher can do justice in any 
school, be its members only a few, where most of the grades 
from the first to the ninth are represented in the school. There 
is only one way to accomplish results, destroy the gradine by 
diminishing of classes, thus making a complete old-fashioned 
ungrad chool, or else let some of the essential work of the 
school si #fer. 

Ab6éut December first Miss Smith took charge of the 
school at Monterey. Miss Smith came to us very highly rec- 
ommended for her scholarship and experience, and she _ has 
proven to the satisfaction of all that scholarship is accurate 
and her methods based upon the results of the best educators 
in the country. The work has not suffered by the change, 
and my only desire is that equally as good a teacher as Miss 
Smith may be procured for this school for another year and 
for many successive years. It is a bad thing for any school 
to be continually changing teachers from year to year, and 
when a good teacher is secured a little more money might be 
well expended in trying to keep her, rather than making the 
expensive experiment of a change. In proof of this I will 
only state that the excellent work being done at Corashire, 
where Miss Bradbury has been teachine for a number of 
terms, and even before her time. one teacher was kept in the 
school for a number of years. I will say that it is a pleasure 
to go into Miss Bradbury’s school. A fine spirit pervades 
there. It is not out of place right here to remark that dur- 
ing the early winter Dr. Payne made the school at Corashire 
a present of a fine Webster’s International Dictionary and 
holder. and I only wish that an equally good dictionary could 
be placed in each school of the town. 

One thing I especially wish to bring to the notice of the 
school committee. From time out of mind it has been the 
custom in all schools to have the scholars of the school drink 
from the same cup. I have felt fora number of years that 
this was wrong, and I have recommended in my own schools 
that pupils bring their own cups and glasses. And ] am glad 
to note that a strong sentiment is being aroused by means of 
articles published in leading magazines and scientific journals 
against this pernicious evil. JI do not know that it is neces- 
sary for me to bring before vou additional proof. But I 
do strongly suggest that every boy and girl be asked to have 
their own individual drinking cup and that the teacher be re- 
auested to see to it that everv cup or glass is taken home at 
least once a week for thorough cleansing and_ scalding. TI 
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our churches feel that it is an evil for all church members to 
partake of the communion wine from a general drinking ves- 
sel and introduce individual communion cups, where they are 
used only once a month, then how necessary should it be to 
be careful about the health of our children, who use the same 
cup every day when in school. 

In regard to books and supplies, you are well, supplied, 
and my only suggestion in this matter would be that in the 
future when new books are needed an etfort be made to 
make an exchange through the book publishers and thus get 
something out of your old books rather than to destroy them. 

My great hope for you in the future is that the schools 
may be made better, that standards may be raised a little 
higher, that the product of our schools, which are to be’ the 
men and women of a future generation, may be of a higher 
and nobler type of noble christian men and women than those 
who have gone before. In this age of commercialism and 
graft, when we see the evidences of a low moral and religious 
standard everywhere, it behooves us to look to our moorings 
and find where there may be a fault. Are our schools doing 
all that they should in exalting a high standard of morality 
and ethics? If not, why not? It is certainly something for 
food and reflection on the part of our teachers to see to it that 
the moral training of our schools be not neglected.

School Committee, Monterey, Mass., 

Gentlemen:—In this, my second annual report, I can say that I 
Lelieve progress is being made in the schools of the town. 

At the close of the school year last June, ten pupils from the 
schools at Monterey center and Corashire tried the entrance exami- 
nations for the Searles high school at Great Barrington, and eight of 
them passed and entered that school last September, in spite of the 


fact that an agent of the state board of education maintained that 
the schools of the town were not up to the standard While the 


schools may not be doing as well as we would like to see them doing, 
yet, when we see such evidence of success as this I do not feel very 
much disheartened, but look forward to the work of the future to 
show still better results than the past. I believe that the work of 
the elementary schools should be done as thoroughly as possible, 
without having any more frills than is necessary for the best re- 
sults in scholarship that we can succeed in getting. 

It is getting to be quite a problem to secure a teacher for the 
Monterey Center school. I engaged four different teachers for that 
school last summer and in every case, as soon as the candidate found 
out the location of the school, she declined to take the job. I 
finally secured Miss Mary Clark to take the school, who remained 
until the middle of January, when she returned to Vassar college to 
complete her course. ‘Miss Mabel Spencer of Springfield, a graduate 
of Mt. Holyoke, was secured for the remainder of the year. J am in 
hopes tio be able to report favorably upon the results of her work. 

The schools during the month of January were closed for two 
weeks on account of an epidemic of whooping cough. 

During the summer vacation the school committee had each of 
the school buildings repainted, and the building at the 
Old Center had the foundation thoroughly repaired These repairs 
were needed, and the new paint adds much to the attractiveness of 
the buildings. 

The pupils at the Center school, by means of an entertainment, 
raised money enough to present to the school a new International 
dictionary and holder. 

I find in the supply room of the Center school and at Corashire 
a large number of school books entirely worthless to the town, and, 
yet, we can use them as a medium of exchange and get new ones at 
a great saving. Therefore, I recommend to your committee the fol- 
lowing: That the old geographies be picked up and exchanged for 
new ones. This can be made by giving the old ones in exchange; 
we can get a discount of 30 per cent. We shall need 1 dozen Book 
I, 1 dozen Book II, 1 dozen Grammar School. Also, that we take a

lot of the old reading books and exchange et in tthe an 
Enough old readers can ‘be picked up so that you could get tw 
plete sets of readers. We should need 2 dozen primers, 1 
first readers, 1 dozen second readers, 1 dozen third readers, 1 
fourth readers, 1 dozen fifth readers Thus the town will hav 
complete set of new geographies and two complete sets of readers, — 
which you have not now on hand in any school in the town. “And 
this can be secured at an expense not to exceed sixty dollars. — Riu:

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY FREE LIBRARY. 


For the year 1910 no printed report was presented, as the chair- 
man was out of town. During that year, however, the work went on 
as usual. Some good selections of fiction were added. 

During the present year the library has been insured, and some 
needed apparatus and fixtures added. The fines collected have help- 
ed materially in defraying in part the running expenses. 

This has been what might be called a “children’s year,” so far 
as books are concerned The Woman’s Educational association has 
loaned a traveling library, made up exclusively of juveniles. The 
selections are all clean and good and the trustees return thanks for 
the same. Thanks are also due to Mrs. Dr. Bidwell of Vineland, N. 
J, for some series of juvenile books, so dear to the hearts of the 
small boys. 

The chairman of the Massachusetts Free Library commission, 
Mr. Charles Belden, was a chance guest at “The Pines” last summer, 
and at the suggestion of Mrs. Clapp submitted a list of juveniles, 
from which several selections were made, and the commission has 
our thanks for a very choice shipment of young people’s literature. 

From time to time former residents of the town have thought- 
fully and generously remembered our library. But it has remained 
for the late Mrs. Alice Tryon Conley of Torrington, Conn., to re- 
member it in the most substantial manner. Some 125 books of fic- 
tion from her private library have already been given to us by her 
executrix, Mrs. Mary Tryon Reed of Torrington, Conn., for which 
we return to her and to her relatives hearty thanks. But more, in 
the settlement of the estate there is to come to us a bequest of $500, 
for which it will be the duty of the trustees then serving to make a 
most suitable acknowledgement, and administer the same carefully 
and wisely’for the public good. 

\As the library is growing, and constantly requiring more care, 
your trustees recommend that the same amount as heretofore appro- 
priated be given this year, with the assurance that it will be used to 
the best advantage.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


‘School Committee, Monterey, Mass:— 


Gentlemen. I am sending to you at this time my third annual 
report of the condition of the schools of your town. 

During the past year there appears to be a decrease in the school 
population of the town, as shown by the decrease in the membership 
of the schools. At the Old Center school there has been a loss of 
two or three families by removal from town, and the addition of only 
one to take their place. The school at Corashire is smaller this year 
than at any time since I have had anything to do with the schools 
of the town. The school at the Center keeps its membership about 
the same as it has always been. 

The character of the work done has been very good, although 
not so many have gone to Great Barrington as usual this year on 
account of there being no classes up to the grade of work demanded 
to enter, but there is a good prospect of a goodly number to go in a 
very short time. . — 

The problem of securing a teacher for the Center school is still 
one that seems as far from solution as ever. For the last three 
years we have had to change teachers in that school during the 
year. This is a bad thing for the school. Miss Spencer, commenced 
the school in the fall and remained until Thanksgiving, after that we 
secured the services of Mr. R. F. Lund, whose services we hope _ to 
retain for the balance of the year. I am convinced that if possible, 
it would be a good thing to make an effort to secure teachers for all 
the schools from a list of candidates that may possibly be found near- 
er home. 

I am much pleased with the interest taken by the children of 
the different schools in the town in the corn and potato contest of 
last year, and I am in hopes that this interest will not be allowed to 
go down this year: The department of agriculture at Amherst is 
at the present time sending its annual statement in regard to the 
work for the coming year, and it is hoped that the work may be ex: 
tended to other lines this year. Too much credit canno be given 
to the efforts made by Mrs. van Burk for the successful issue of the 
work of the past year. 

I wish to make a few suggestions to the committee for the 
next year’s work. I believe that the committee should give the 
school room a the Old Center a thorough overhauling. It should 
be re-plastered and the outbuildings should be put into a good state 
of repair and kept in a good sanitary condition, in fact the out-houses 
of all the school buildings should be carefully looked after before 
the commencing of school next year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


March 7, 19138. 
School Committee, Monterey, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I am at this time submitting to you my fourth annual 
report. 

The work of the schools of the town for the past year 
shows a forward movement. Miss Esther Neal, a graduate 
of the North Adams Normal School was secured to teach the 
Center school for this year . For the first time in four years 


we have one teacher in this schol for the whole year. his 
school has suffered for a long time by not keeping a teacher 
for the entire year. It is to be desired that your committee 
will see that it is for the interests of the school to make it an 
incentive for Miss Neal to remain another year. She has not 
only carried on the regular work of the school very success- © 
fully but has introduced some of the Practical Arts and the 
children show a great interest in this work. 

Miss Bradbury, who is teaching at Corashire and Miss Mar- 
tin at the Old Center school, were in attendance at the North 
Adams Normal school for a short time last winter and all of 
the teachers attended the Institute last summer at North 
Adams. The good that resulted from this attendance was 
made manifest in their respective schools during the year. 

It is to be hoped that the work so well begun by the 
teachers in the Practical Arts will be carried on during the 
spring by arousing an interest in the home and school gar- 
dens. It shall be my endeavor to see that this work is carried 
on. It would be advisable to try and maintain a school gar- 
den at the Center school and at Corashire. 

During the past year a new floor was laid in the Old Cen- 
ter schol and a new stove placed in that building. A new 
slate blackboard was placed in the school building at the Cen- 
ter. It would be economy for the school committee to place 
slate boards in the school houses as the necessity for repairs 
require. 

I believe that it would be much better for the school in- 
terests of the town to make the Center school a two-room 
building and have two teachers in that school and transport 
the pupils from the Old Center to the Center. As three of 
the pupils at the Old Center school are being transported it 
would not add very much to the expense to have all of the 


scholars transported. 


I believe that the 


schools would be much better than they now are.

School Committee of Monterey. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Monterey:— 

I submit a very brief report as school superintendent. inasmuch 
as the short time in which I have been here has allowed only a limited 
number of visits for observation of the work. I have found every- 
thing in good condition as left by my predecessor. 

There is one matter of which I should like to speak, and that is 
the matter of absences. I have noticed that the majority of ab- 
sentees have no real excuse for not'being in school. The state law now 
reads that a child between the ages of seven and sixteen must be in 
school during the time in which school is in .session. There are 
three exceptions to that rule, and only three. The first is when a 
child between the ages of fourteen and sixteen is permitted to work 
in a factory, mercantile establishment or workshop; the second is 
when a child between the same ages is permitted to work for some- 
body else other than those included in the first section, for wage; 


oe : 


and the third is when the child is to be profitably employed at home. 
But, in each of these cases a working certificate must be had. 

Pupiis in the past have been kept at home to work in the fall and 
spring and little has been said. Under the new laws this is not pert- 
mitted unless the child has a certificate of permission allowing him to 
stay at home all of the time to be profitably employed there. 

I have been approached on the subject of a parent-teachers’ asso- 
ciation, and would simply say that in many places such an associa- 
tion 1s doing a great deal of good. It must be remembered, however, 
that such an association is not intended as a “complaint-shop,” but 
as a means toward bringing parents and teachers together in closer 
relationship of co-operation so that the children may be benefitted by 
that association. 

The subject of domestic science has also been broached. With- 
out question that, too, is something that is needed in every commun- 
ity and I sincerely hope that we may some day solve the problem in 
the right way and increasé our school efficiency thereby. Under 
present conditions, however, I do not recommend haste in the mait- 
ter. And in the same way manual work can be introduced with 
good results—results that will please the entire community. 

I would recommend to the committee that the sanitary con- 
ditions of the Center school be carefully looked out for; the outbuild- 
ing should be replaced and better quarters furnished. I think, too, 
that if the parents would impress upon the children the absolute 
necessity for cleanliness of such property with its proper use, results 
would show vast improvement. 

While the matter of educating the Italians does not come direct- 
ly under my supervision, yet I cannot close this report without a word 
of commendation for those who, in the past season, have put so much 
effort into that work by holding special classes. Would it not be a 
good plan if such work is done in the future for us all to encourage, 
both financially and by a few well said words, this very important 
work of the few who have been engaged in it?

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of your schools: 


The material equipment of the schools is ‘not all that is 
desirable. ‘The schoo! house at the Corashire district is in 
fairly zood condition. Better lighting is needed at the Cen- 
-ter. The buildings at Old Village and the Pond district re- 
quire several inexpensive changes to make them proper school 
accommedations. It is to be hoped that the time is not far 
distant when it will be deemed feasible to bring all the chil- 
dren of the town into a modern, well-equipped two-room 
building at the center. This p!an once in operation would 
meet with universal approval. 

An effort ts being mae to bring all the children of a 
erade throughout the town to more nearly equal attainment 
at the end of the school vear. We have carefully worked out 
graded courses of study in Arithmetic and English. The 
Massachusetts Normal Art school course in drawing for the 
first six yrades is just introduced in your schools. The A. 
W. Ciark system of muscular movement business writing has 
been used since Septetnber, 1915. with good results. We are 
at work upon outlines in the other swbjects of the school cir- 
ricuium Greater emphasis is placed on phonics in connec- 
tien with primary reading than in the past, with marked im- 
provement in sight-reading. 

Your teachers have rendered faithful and conscientious 
service in behalf of the scheols. They deserve much credit. 
Both teachers and pupils are inspired and encouraged to their 
best efforts by a sincere expression of interest on the part of 
parents and friends. In this connection let me urge parents 
to visit the schools with greater frequency, thus keeping in 
closer touch with the school and its aims. 

In some cases the school attendance is far from satisfac- 
tory There is too much unnecessary absence. Absence re- 
sults in ioss to the pupil, the formation of an undesirable 
habit, and greatly handicaps the work of the entire school. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the school 
board for their loval disinterested efforts for school better- 
ment, to the teachers ior their adherence to duty, and to the 
many townspeople who have given us their co-operation.

: REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 


The report of the superintendent of schools 1s respectfully sub- 
mitted: 

The schools need a complete new course of study in order that the 
present waste of time and energ'y on the part of pupil and teacher may 
be eliminated. This need can best be met by the introduction of the 
eight-year course of study in the schools. The superintendent has 
completed courses in Physiology, Histery and Geography for the town 
of Lee, snd Language and Arithmetic courses will be ready before April 
of this year. The ecight-grade course fits pupils for any high school. 

t eliminates many non-essential subjects unnecessary for the menta! 
and physical growth of the child. It also paves the way for instruc- 
tion in new educational projects. The teachers in our schools are 
handicapped because they lack a definite course of study differentiat- 
ing between essential and non-essential subjects. The course of study 
in the eight-grade system states definitely the work required for eacn 
week and month and the curriculum is flexible and sssures tne rapid 
pregress of deserving pupils. The teacher can readily place a pupil 
in the grade where he, or she, belongs, and the hright children are not 
retardec hy their less efficient comrades. More time is spent on the 
instruction. or preparation, necessary to meet successfully the duties 
required of boys and girls after they leave school and begin real com- 
munity life. 

The state courses of study for the first six grades are now being 
follewed in the schools. They are excellent and if studied by the 
teachers undoubtedly better work will be done. The pemphicts con- 
tain directions and methods of instruction for the teachers that are 
helpful and instructive. The use of these courses is helping to raise 
the standard of the schools. Used in connection with the eight-year 
course of study, in place of the present nine-year system, the state

course will assure the townspeople better instruction and results for 
their children. 

The teachers have co-operated with the superintendent and have 
shown a good spirit in the conduction of their respective schools. They 
need the sympathy and co-operation of the parents in order to assist 
them in their duties at school. Parents should visit the buildings and 
take a personal interest in the work of the schools. They should be 
careful and have their children attend the schocls regularly. Ab- 
* sence from school hinders the advancement of the absentees and also 
these who sre constant in attendance. It makes tne work of the 
teacher more tiring and discouraging. 

Consolidation of schools means better results. Your children de- 
serve as much as city boys and girls. A large «venter school could 
take care of all of the children in the town. Transportation, of course, 
is a serious problem. Perhaps this difficulty may be overcome in «he 
future. 

The school buildings are in good condition throughout the town. 
Proper ventilation of the rooms through simple, inexpensive window 
ventilators. should be attended to at once A child is unable to study 
in a room with a temperature over 70. The heat saps their vitality 
and they become sleepy and unresponsive. This affects the werk of 
the teacher also. 

The town needs to spend more money on the purchase of text 
hooks, particularly history and readiny books. A generons amount 
has been expended the past year, but with the rapid change in educa- 
tional methods more money is needed. 

The town library should be used more by the pupils in the schools. 
Will the parents and teachers please teach. them the value of reading 
and urge them to take advantage of the library? 

I have not. met many of the townspeople in my short period as 
superintendent, but I shall be glad to confer with them on school mat- 
ters. 

The committee bas been progressive and co-operative = me in 
my work and ! appreciate their efforts.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Fellow Townsmen :— 


As the schools have been without a superintendent since 
the opening of the school year in September, it seems proper 
that your committee should submit a brief report of its work, 
that you may better understand the conditions under which it 
has had to labor. 


TRANSPORTATION. 

This branch of the service has been a hard problem and 
always will be. Up to the close of the school year in June 
the old rates prevailed, but with the opening of school in the 
fall we were obliged to made an advance of one dollar per 
week to all carriers. As the schools are for the benefit of 
patrons, they should be willing to make every concession pos- 
sible. This work thas cost over $600. 


SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

As there were but five pupils in the. Pond school at the 
close.of the year, that school was closed and its pupils trans- 
ferred to the Corashire school. After three years of excellent 
service, Miss Allen resigned at the close of the spring term. 
Her place has been filled by Mrs. Flornce Thompson, a teacher 
of large experience. Miss Mary Chester succeeded Miss Supple 
in Corashire. She has brought to her work a good normal 
training and has been successful in her efforts, though her 
school has been quite large since it had the addition of the 
Pond pupils. Miss Julia Martin has been retained during. 
the year at the Old Center. Since the moving away of the 
lumbermen, her school has been small. 


REPAIRS. 

In the summer vacation the school rooms in Corashire and 
the village were made to conform to the requirements of the 
state building inspector’s orders. A new chimney and long 
windows were added at the village room. ‘These changes 
cost in the neighborhood of $175. 

_ By law, the town is required to maintain its schools for a 
period of 32 weeks. This does not seem to us to be as long as 

it should be; 20 weeks of vacation in a year is too much. Teach- 
' ers are always inquiring how much school we have, and prefer 
to work where there is more time devoted to teaching. We 
would suggest that at least 36 weeks should be given to the 
school year. We have advanced the wages one dollar per 
week in Corashire and Old Center. Both these teachers are

members of the teachers’ retirement association and have to 
dispense $35 per annum to it. : 

A new superintendent has been elected, Mr. Clarence E. . 
Michels. Though we have not met him, we bespeak for him’ | 
the hearty cooperation and support of all interested in the 
welfare of the public schools. Superintendent Fogwell ar- 
ranged a new course of study, which the teachers are follow- 
ing. It eliminates the ninth grade. Many pupils will prob- 
ably never go beyond this course. If they do not, they should 
do this much so thoroughly that when they leave school they 
should be able to do common business and write a good busi- 
ness letter. 

The schoolhouse at Corashire needs a new underpinning. 
As we have been half of the school year without a superinten- 
dent, we shall probably leave about half of our state money 
for that officer. Supplies that we used to get for about $40 
have cost us $70 this year. There is a legitimate wear of text 
books, and we shall probably have to get some new ones this 
year. We bought none last year. | 

In view of all these advances and necessities, your commit- 
tee asks that you will grant it an appropriation of $1600 for 
the coming year’s work.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School board and Citizens of Monterey:— 


There are about fifty pupils in attendance in the three schools 
now being maintained. Twenty-six of these are at Corashire. The 
usual course of study in elementary schools is being followed. Our 
work this year has been seriously interrupted by the influenza. During 
the fall it was necessary to close for five weeks, and a recent outbreak 
has caused the closing of the schools at Corashire and Monterey 
Center. 

Getting satisfactory teachers and arranging transportation have 
been important matters this year. It is becoming more and more 
difficult to get good teachers for the rural schools. Probably one 
step towards getting them will be to increase salaries. It is hard 
to get graduates of normal schools, and there are only a few of the 
graduates of the normal schools that we want, even if we can get 
them. 

I believe there is an unusual opportunity for girls in our rural 
communities to go into teaching, that the salaries and conditions 
will be much better in the future than they have been in the past. 
I think we ought to encourage such as have an interest that way to 
go to normal schools and fit themselves for teachers. While the 
idea of local teachers is open to serious criticism, I think that the 


best teachers for the rural communities are young people who have 


been brought up in such communities. 

Some important repairs have been attended to during the year. 
A real improvement at Corashire was made in a new ceiling and 
walls of plaster board. The chimney at the center school was re- 
paired.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monterey :— 

Several new legislative acts are of interest to us this year. Part 
1, chapter 363, of the general acts of 1919, provides that a city or 
- town shall be reimbursed $150 for each approved teacher who is paid 
a salary of not less than $750, and $100 for any teacher who has re- 
ceived a salary of not less than $650, and for fractional parts of a 
year at the same rate. There are other provisions for reimburse- 
ment, but perhaps they are not of interest now. 


This money is not paid as state aid to teachers, but is a return 
to the town for money already paid out. It is paid to the town treas- 
ury and not to the school department, and is not available for school 
uses until it has been appropriated by the town in the regular man- 
ner. : } 

This means that if the town of Monterey pays its teachers at the 
rate of $650, this year, there will be returned to the town next No- 
vember from the proceeds of the income tax a rebate at the rate of 
$100 per year. 


Part two of the same act provides that the disbursements from 
the Massachusetts school fund shall be paid to towns, and the act 
requiring the money to be used for school purposes has been repealed. 
These two acts mean that the money paid to towns for reimburse- 
ment on teachers’ salaries or from the proceeds of the Massachusetts 
school fund is not ‘to be held for school purposes, unless specifically 
appropriated for such use. 


The above laws need to be taken into account in making the school 
appropriation this year and the full amount needed must be asked 
for; but you will understand that these amounts will be received from 
the state, and that they will reduce the total amount which must be 
raised by local taxation. 


One tendency of this legislation is to make the minimum salary 
of teachers $650, and the minimum of well qualified and experienced 
teachers $750. Another tendency will be to increase the length of 
the school year to 38 or 40 weeks. This will be a great advantage to 
the small towns, where the school year has often been too short for 
the best success. 


If the school year is to be lengthened it seems to me that it is 
highly desirable to begin earlier in the fall, so to have as much of the 
year as possible under favorable weather conditions. I think the fol- 
lowing would make a good calendar for 40 weeks next year: Fall 
term from August 23 to December 17; winter term from Jan. 3 to 
March 25; spring term from April 11 to June 24. If it is thought best

to have less than 40 weeks, the reduction better be made from the 
winter term. 

At the close of the spring term last summer it was thought best 
to close the school at the Old Center, so since that time we have had 
only two schools. The attendance this winter is twenty at Corashire 
and twenty-three at the Center. Both schools have been in charge 
of the same teachers as last year, and both are doing well. Many of 
the pupils in the schools are not as far advanced as they would be if 
they attended better. Poor attendance is not much better than none, 
and it is an injury not only to those who are out, but to those who 
attend regularly. 

It looks as though the time is not far off when something will 
have to be done to the foundation to the school house at Corashire. 
It is pretty well out on one side and the rear end. Other than this, 
the school property seems to be in pretty good condition. 

We have had no troubles this year to remember, and all has gone 
successfully. I wish to thank school board and citizens for their in: 
terest and support.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Monterey:— 
The problems met with in Monterey are very similar to those that 
we find in the usual rural community. The scattered location of the 


= £4 0 es 


homes makes necessary some long trips and considerable transporta- 
tion has to be furnished by the town. 


The distance which some of the pupils have to travel tends to 
make attendance difficult when the roads or the weather are bad. __Ir- 
regular attendance is one of the worst handicaps we have to contend 
with. Unfortunately some of it seems to be unnecessary. I think 
that if parents realized the loss it means to their children and the 
hindrance it is to the rest of the class, they would make all possible 
effort to have their children regular and on time. Most cases of re- 
tardation in the rural schools are due to poor attendance. 


The teacher question which is so serious in many places has not 
troubled us this year, as both of our teachers returned. On account 
of the difficulty of getting normal graduates, it becomes the more im- 
portant to do all that we can to help the teachers we have to improve. 


One of our teachers is taking a correspondence course from the 
North Adams normal school and is getting real profit from it. These 
courses are planned in such a way as to be immediately applicable to 
the teaching which the teachers are doing. One of our teachers plan- 
ned to take a summer normal course last summer, but was unable to 
get accommodations at the school on account of the large number of 
applicants. 


I am in favor of recognizing all attempts at self-improvement, 
and think it would encourage young teachers to improve their oppor- 
tunities, if it were understood that some increase in pay would follow a 
certain amount of professional study. 


The principal phase of school business that has changed with us 
has been the matter of expenses. It has been necessary to increase 
salaries considerable, and some other expenses have been a little’ 
larger. 

In my report last year I called attention to the change in the way 
the state aid is now paid to the towns. Formerly it was paid to the 
school department and could be counted on as a part of the receipts, 
but now it is paid to the town treasurer and cannot be used for school 
purposes unless it has been so appropriated by the town. 

All school matters have gone well this year and an _ excellent 
spirit has prevailed throughout the town. With more prompt and 
regular attendance, I think the results would have been very satisfac- 
tory. 

I appreciate very much the loyal support I have had from the 
committee and the pleasant relations which have prevailed in all my 
duties.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monterey :— 

About the usual problems have required attention this year, and 
the results have been generally satisfactory. We have been fortu- 
nate in not having many changes of teachers for several years. This 
year it was necessary to get a new teacher for Corashire, Miss Rosa- 
‘lind S. Higgins taking that place. The Center school has had no 
change for quite a number of years, and it is now one of the best 
rural schools in the section. 

It has been necessary to increase the pay of teachers to comply 
with the minimum legal requirement of $750 per year. The town gets 
a rebate of $100 per teacher from the state. The-cost of transporta- 
tion within the town has been considerably reduced. Other operating 
expenses are about as usual. Poor attendance is still a hindrance to 
the greatest success. It not only injures those who are absent, but it 
keep the whole class back. | ye 

There are some repairs which will need to. be attended to this 
year. The building at Corashire needs a general going-over, espec- 
ially does the foundation need to be re-set. -This has been falling 
away for a number of years, and the corner of the building is now be- 
ginning to settle. The shed is also in need of repairs. The building 
at the Center will need shingling soon. 

The appointment of a school physician and a nurse should re- 
ceive attention. An arrangement with the district nurse is very 
economical and meets all requirements. 

All towns are required by law to have a school physician. In ad- 
dition to a regular inspection of the schools it is his duty to look after 
some special matters that may arise. 

The cordial co-operation of all and the loyal support of the com- 
‘mittee have made it a pleasure to work in the town, and I thank you 
all.
